“RUCLID REPAVING 


APPEARS LIKELY 
DURING NEXT YEAR 


WPA Expects To Start 7 
struction of Huge Storm 
Drain on Avenue 








Improvement of the west drive 
of Euclid avenue by placing of an 
underground storm drain and re- 
paving is reported as likely dur- 
ing 1940. The city has filed a 
WPA project and indications are 
that actual work will be started 
within a few months, 

As proposed, a storm drain 


would be excavated to a depth of | 


about eight feet on the site of 
the present open ditch gutter 
along the west curb. This trench 
would be lined with cobble stones. 
The paving would then be ex- 
tended over the top of the trench 
to the curb. Plans call for the 
storm drain to extend from Foot- 
hill boulevard to Highth street. 

Repaving of the west drive of 
the avenue from Thirteenth street 
south has been considered by the 
city council but the work has been 
delayed pending the solution of 
the open gutter and storm drain 
problem. When the project was 
filed with the WPA, opposition 
was expressed to the cobble stone 
lining. Since then, however, this 
type has been more widely sup- 
ported, according to Richard G. 
Manley, city manager. He has 
been advised that the WPA offic- 
ials are now interested in getting 
the Euclid project started at the 
earliest opportunity.

Water Department 
Lines Sufficient 
Now For Many Years 


Very little, if any more water 
pipe will be needed by the city for 
many years, other than the 20,000 
feet recently purchased. 

When the 20,000 feet of pipe is 
installed, the city’s water depart- 
ment will have replaced all the 
original small pipe with larger 
pipe and will have extended the 
lines to assure every resident good 
service and every part of the city 
with adequate fire protection, ac- 
cording to Richard G, Manley, 
city manager. 

As WPA projects, the city has 
sponsored the replacement and 
extension of the pipes. When the 
private water company was pur- 
chased in 1926, many of the water 
mains were not large enough to 
serve an_ increasing popylation. | 
The present facilities are oe 
nized as. sufficient to serve 
land's needs for many years,

Machine Goes Over 15-Foot 
Embankment and Couple 
Slightly Hurt 





Miraculously escaping with only 
minor bruises, Mr. and Mrs. Les- 
lie Nelsoh, Berkeley, yesterday 
figured in the first San Antonio 
canyon vehicle accident in many 
months, 

Their machine left the grade 
and fell over a 15-foot embank- 
ment. While the accident might 
have resulted in critical or per- 
haps fatal injuries, the Christmas 
day mishap caused the visiting 
motorists only slight inconven- 
ience and _ necessitated them 
spending only a short time in the 
San Antonio Community hospital. 

The accident occurred on the 
road a short distance north of 
Camp Baldy.

The freezing temper- 
atures put a slippery coat of ice 
over the pavement. In making a

reported today. Everything is in 
readiness to aid local motorists in 
obtaining their 1940 plates. 

Motorists are advised to take to 
the chamber office the notice from 
the state motor vehicle depart- 
ment, the certificate of ownership 
(the white paper), and the money. 
The chamber service will result in 
the motorist later obtaining the 
car plates, 

Local members of the California 
highway patrol will give the 
transportation service, taking the 
material from the chamber office 
to the San Bernardino office of 
the state department. The plates 
will be returned to the chamber 
office here for distribution to the 
motorists, 

This is an annual service offer- 
ed by the local civic group. With- 
out this service, local motorists 
would have to rely on some com- 
mercial service or obtain the 
plates by correspondence or per- 
sonally go to one of the state of- 
fices,

Bids had been opened for about 20,000 feet of pipe, but 
on the recommendation of the city manager, the council re- 
jected all the bids. Mr. Manley then began to dicker and 
negotiate with various supply firms. The result was a total 
cost considerably below the lowest bid that had been sub- 
mitted. 

It is perhaps impossible to figure in dollars and cents the 
value of a good manager to a city or to any other corpora- 
tion. No doubt, many other instances could be cited where 
Mr. Mauley’s ability and knowledge of governmental and 
engineering problems have saved the city money. And no 
doubt he has made mistakes. On the whole, however, we be- 
lieve most people agree the city is fortunate in having him 
as manager.

[their native tongue. 

So here is a book highly suit- 
able for those who are interested 
in such questions as: Which 
Latin American countries like and 
dislike us, and why; the truth 
about Hitler’s Nazi penetration in 
South America; popular American 
misconceptions of the general run 
of South American governments; 
or, the Panama Canal as a vital 
link in our defensive system. There 
is also a revealing chapter on 
Brazil which spares no detail, and 
points out how the recent loan 
from Washington is undoubtedly 
the opening gun of a vigorous 
anti-Nazi campaign.
